tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of .Tuberculosis. 


The movement will 
be furthered 


throughout the country by more than 
1,000 
anti-tuberculosis societies work- 


ing through various state organiza- 
tions and The National- Association.

to 


clergymen, school principals and lead- 
ers of various 
organizations' 
urging 


them fo set aside a definite time during 
;the week preceding or the week fol- 
lowing December 7, for a locture on tu- 
berculosis. 


Last year over GO.O'OO churches gave

There have 
been twelve of them. Miss 
Jessie, "VVoodvow Wilson will 
be No. 13. But she feels no 
superstitious alarm on that 


score, 13 being the luckiest of numbers in the 
Wilson family. 


It Is interesting to consider the fact that three 


of the round dozen of White House brides, includ- 
ing the first ono, Lucy Payne, and the last one, 
Alice Roosevelt, married congressmen. Also that 
two, Delia Lewis and Nellie Orant. became the 
wives of foreigners. 
Only onn president, Mr. 


Cleveland, was married In the White, House, al- 
Ihough another, Mr. Tyler, took to himself a 
spouse during his term of office. 


In earlier days White House weddings were 


always celebrated in the circular room, the state 
department, oval in shape, which is now called 
the blue room. 
But of late years Washington 


aocjetr has expanded to such an extent, numer- 
ically speaking, that, with perhaps 1,000 guests 
to be invited, the east room Is none too large for 
the staging of so important a spectacle as a mar- 
ringe in the White House. 


At the wedding of Alice Roosevelt, which oc- 


curred Feb. 17, 190G, the east room was almost 
uncomfortably crowded. 


The bridal pair were wed on a raised platform 


before an extemporized altar. The ceremony was 
performed by the Rt. Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee, 
bishop of Washington, and breakfast for sixty 
persons was servsrt in the state dining room, a 
buffet lunch for the other guests being furnished 
In the green room. 


Nick Ixmgworth, at that time a member of con- 


gress from Cincinnati, is exceedingly popular. He 
can do amusing things with the piano, is a iiret- 
class baseball player and has other accomplish- 
ments. 
At the date of his marriage lie was 


nearly forty. Though not rich, he. will eventually 
Inherit a considerable fortune from his mother. 
His wife has spent most of her time since her 
marriage in Washington, where she is a leader 
of the young married women's set 
She has no 


children. 


There was a gap of nearly twenty years be- 


tween the Roosevelt wedding and that of'Frances 
Folsom, who was married in the White House 
June 2, 1886, to President Cleveland. She was 
only twenty years old at the time and was the 
daughter of Mr. Cleveland's former law partner. 
On this occasion the ceremony was semi-private 
and the blue room was plenty big enough for the 
bridal party and a small number of invited 
guests. 


When her husband died, five years ago, Mrs. 


Cleveland was left very well off. 
In addition, 


congress voted her tho customary $u,000 a year 
as the pension of a president's widow. 
A few 


months ago she was married to 
Thomas 
,1. 


Preston. 


When Rutherford Ii. Hayes was colonel of ilie 


Third Ohio Volunteers the lieutenant-colonel of 
tho regiment was Russell Hastings. 
Whence it 


came about that Colonel Hastings, In later years, 
made the acquaintance of Emily Plait, a niece- of 
President Hayes. 
Miss Platt was a member of 


the White House family through the Hayes ad- 
ministration, being regarded almost as a daugh- 
ter. When she became engaged to Colonel Hast- 
ings it was arranged that she should be married 
in the White House,- and the ceremony was per- 
formed there on .furie 19, 1878, at 7 o'clock in the 
evening. It was wholly a family affair. 


Pour years earlier took place the wedding of 


Nellie Grant, the third daughter of a president to 
be married in the White House. On this occasion 
the spectacle was staged in the east room, then 
used for the purpose for the first time. Tin; date 
was May 21, 1874, and the bridegroom was Alger- 
non Charles Frederick Sartoris, an Englishman. 


Ellen Wrenshall Grant was a handsome girl 


of eighteen, with brown hair and eyes, rosy 
cheeks and a plump figure. Sartoris, who was the 
son of a member of parliament and was said to 
have an income of-$60,000 a year, met her for the 
Qrat time on a steamer coming back from Europe. 
The wooing was rapid, but General Grant disap- 
proved of the match and did not give his consent 
for more than a yeur. 


There are plenty «f people living today who 


estimated 


that the wedding presents represented a value 
of more than $100,000. 


Certainly no marriage ever started out with a 


fairer outlook. 
But unfortunately the prospect 


was not realised. Sartoris, who was an idler, like

within a short lime the widowed president took 
to himself a second wife, whose name was .lulia 
Gardiner. 
Hhe was a New York girl. 


Returning from abroad with her father, Miss 


Gardiner visited Washington and met President 
Tyler. 


Soon afterward 
President Tyler became en- 


gaged to Miss Gardiner, and they were married in 
New York, the bridf.l party returning imiiu'dlalely 
to the White House, where tin; wedding reception 
was held.

twenty. 
John Qnhu.iy Artaimi, then in congress 


and a bitter enemy <;i the president, spoke of the 
marriage as a "union of January and May." 


Young Mrs. Tyler did the honors of the White

Then she and her husband went 


to their Virginia home, where they lived seven- 
teen years. When Mr, Tyler died his widow tool; 
her childreti to her mother's home at Carletou 
Hill, State;., Island, und tliere spent the rest of 
her life. 


When Vi'di Buren wa» president Iiolly Madison 


was still vhe lender of Washington society, and it 
was she who introduced to him the beautiful An- 
gelica Singleton, daughter of a distinguished 
South Carolina family. 
Miss Singleton became 


n frequent gu°st at the White House, and the 
president's son, Major Abrum Vnn Huron, fell in 
love vflli her. 
He; married her in November, 


J83I1, at her home in South Carolina, but the wed- 
ding, reception was held at the While House, 
where young Mrs. Van liuren immediately tooli 
charge of affairs as mistress of the establishment, 
the president being a widower. 


Andrew Jackson was remarkably devoid of rela- 


tives. Perhaps it was on this acount and because 
he was fond of young people that, he made so 
much of his wife's relations. Two of the latter 
were married in the White House al his request 
during his administration. A third young woman 
who enjoyed the, samr distinction was Delia Lewis 
of Nashville, the daughter of an Intimate friend 
of the president. 


The second marriage at. the While House dur- 


ing the Jackson regime was that of Mary Hasten, 
another Tennessee girl, who was n niece of Mrs. 
Jackson. 
In this instance the bridegroom v:as 


Lucien Ii. Polk, likewise of Tennessee. The pair 
went to live at Columbia, Tenii.. when' they spent 
tlie rest of the ir lives' very happily. 


Elizabeth Martin wan a relative of Mrs. Jack- 


son's. She was married in the White House to a 
young clerk, Lewis Randolph, a »on of Martha 
Jefferson Randolph, who wan the eldest daughter 
of Thomas Jefferson. 


This takes UH back as far as the administration 


of John Qulucy Adams, who had three sons. The 
handsomest of the three brothers 
wan John 


Adams, a graduate of Har- 
vard, notoriously hot tem- 
pered and Inheriting the ar- 
rogance of his grandfather, 
after whom he was named. 


At that time a young man 


named Hellcn, from Philadel- 
phia, was p.mnloyt'd in Ui« 
White House in a secretarial 
capacity. 
Ho had n very 


pretty sister named Mary, 
and John Adams fell In love 
with her, linally obtaining 
the consent of his parents to 
their marriage, notwithstand- 


ing some opposition to start with.

They were vc.ry ei- 
cluslvp and so formal that Mr. Monroe once re- 
fused to w«e a near relative who culled al the 
White House because the visitor was not attired 
ip the small clothes appropriate to full dres*.

Hay, the eldest daughter, would not visit 


the wives of the diplomats because they did not 
call fli'Hl upon her. 
Thus it came about that 


when tin.' youngest daughter, Maria Hosier Mon- 
roe,

verneur, then secretary to tbo president, riobodr 
was at tin- wedding except members of the fami- 
lies of the brldo and bridegroom.

in the circular room at noon on March 9, 1829, 
and the clergyman, the Rev. Dr. Hawley of St.

in winter. Kx-Prcsldent Monroe died in the New 
Yorlc house while on a vlnlt to his daughter.

A linn Todd of Philadelphia was married at the 


White House In 1813 to John G. .TackBon. a mem- 
ber of congress from Virginia and a granduncltf 
of Slone'.vall Jackson. 


History is unfortunately glleut in regard to sub- 


sequent events in the life of Anna Todd. but It 1» 
known that slie went to Virginia with her hus- 
hand nml lived there the rest of her life. 


Dolly Madison had two sinters. Ono of them, 


Am;:i. became the wife of Congressman Cults of 
Maine. The other und younger sister, I>ucy. wai 
married at fifteen years of ago to George Stepto* 
Washington, a nephew of the Father of His 
Country. He died and she went to live with tb» 
Madisons. 


All of which merely lends up to tho fact that 


un the evening of March 11, 1811, Lucy, the 
widow aforementioned, was married at the White 
House to a Kentucky widower named Todd, who 
wan an associate Justice of tho Supremo court. 
This wan the first White House wedding and WM 
celebrated with all the eclat possible In tho** 
comparatively simple days. 


It will he noticed that only four of thn twelv* 


White House brides have been daughters of 
Presidents. The first of these was Maria Mon- 
roe, tin; second Klizabeth Tyler, tho third Nellie 
Grant and the fourth Alien Roosevelt.

only a few miles. 


During the siege of Paris by the 


Germans in 1870 the postofflce admin-1 
istration hit upon the expedient, in ad- 
dition to the balloons, of inclosing let- 
ters In small zinc globes, water tight 
and hermetically sealed, and dropping 
them into the Seine. There they float- 
ed, If they were not captured by the 
Germans, down the river to the French 
lines, where a net stretched across 


the river gathered them in, and they 
were sent on their way 


Unfortunately for.the French, the 


Germans discovered the character of 
these zinc floats, and as they could not 
hope to see and fish out hy ordinary 
means all the letters that went down 
thus, they stretched across the river, 
at Vllleneuve SMnt Georges, a. net of 
their own and effectually slopped this 
system of postal communication. 


The zinc balls and their use r»err- 


pretty nearly 
forgotten, when, some

This may be all so, but it looks very 


!much like gambling to a man on the 
fence. It looks as If they might simply 
be betting on a certain commodity go- 
ing up or down, on the case might be, 
with so intention of ever having the 
goods delivered, which is the case in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred. If 
the commodities were bought outright 
and full price paid for them It might 
be possible for the speculators to fool
